The list of 
eceiving the loans was announced, and up to that 
time almost 95% of the funds had gone to Roman Catholic 
parochial|schools. 

It is) being argued that the “long-term, low-interest 
loans” sueh as are being suggested by Rep. McCormack of 
Massachusetts, and Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon, are not 
actual ts, and,'therefore, are not unconstitutional. The 
President} is reported to have disagreed with this point of 
view, an@ so do most other Americans who believe in 
separation of Church and State. 

It may be argued that many colleges (including Bap- 
tist) ar@jalready receiving such long-term, low interest 
loans. Ht)should be remembered, however, that these loans 
are made only for seélf-liquidating projects, such as dormi- 
tories which will pay for themselves through rentals. Cath- 
olic institutions of higher learning are already eligible for 
these. Ordinary parochial schools, however, do not have 
dormitory rentals, or similar sources for making the loans. 
self-liquidating. All the housing loans are limited to in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 

All-Out Fight 

It igjour conviction that this is an all-out fight, and 
that Baptists and others, who believe in the separation of 
Church and state, must make their position clearly known. 
We believe that Mississippi’s representatives in Congress 
encouraged to stand against the use of public 
funds for private institutions. They need to know the feel- 
ing of their constituents, therefore we believe that hun- 
dreds of{Mississippians should send letters and telegrams 
to their Congressmen now. We can be sure that an ava- 
lanche of messages will flow into Washington from all 
over America favoring this effort to secure public funds 
for parochial schools. Those opposed must also make their 
convictions known. 

If this were merely a political issue, the Baptist Record 
would say nothing. But when the push is on to secure pub- 
lic funds for religious institutions, we cannot be true to our 
trust and keep silent. 

Thejjiberties that’have made America what she is can 
be lost ifj believers in ‘absolute religious liberty and separa- 
tion of Church and State keep silent in an hour like this,
